Certain manufacturers of Mass.- 
chusetts have petitioned the Leg- 
islature to instruct Senators and 
request Representatives from that 
State to vote for free wool, free 
iron ore, coal and coke, and a re- 
duction of the duty on pig iron to 
24 per cent. In the Fourteenth 
District of Pennsylvania twenty 
two citizens who call themselves 
Republicans want raw materials 
put on the free list, and have asked 
W. M. Ayres to become a candidate 
for Congress on that issue. These 
are eminently proper modes of 
testing the sense of the people. 
But a test means little if nobody 
intends to pay any regard to it. 
The free traders who move in 
this matter have no such inten- 
tions. They were beaten on a di- 
rect issue in 1888, and are now try- 
ing to getanother decision. When 
they haye been beaten in the 
Massachusetts Legislature and in 
the Fourteenth Pennsylvania Dis- 
trict they will immediately affirm 
that the verdict of the people 
which they ask was of no conse- 
quence whatever, and will proceed 
to make whatever show of agita- 
tion they can in some other locali- 
ties and methods, 

Referring to the above, the New 
York Tribune says: The woolen 
manufacturers of Massachusetts 
are careful not to ask or to prom- 
ise assent to any reduction of the 
duties on woolen goods. Yet much 
the greater part of those duties 
was expressly imposed for the pur- 
pose of compenssting manufactur- 
ers for the theoretical] difference in 
the cost of wool caused by the du- 
ties on their materials. They mod- 
estly want to get rid of their share 
of the inconveniences, and to have 
other people sacrifice for their ben- 
efit all the advantages of the tariff. 
The wool-growers and manufac- 
turers have for thirty years shared 
the benefits of protection. Now 
the modest manufacturers propose 
that the growers shall have none, 
and that they, the manufacturers, 
shall have it all. Not the slightest 
reduction of duties is contem- 
plated for the benefit of the con- 
sumer of woolen goods. He is ex- 
pected to pay to the manufacturers 
all that he now pays, be it more or 
less, for the defense of the manu- 

acture, and also to the same man- 
ufacturers all that is now paid, be 
it more or less, for the defense of 
woel-growing. ‘ 

The petition of the iron’ manu- 
facturers is signed by an official of 
a nail mill built fifty-three years 
ago, and now Virtually abandoned, 
by the lessee of an old mill built a 
a quarter of acentury ago, and by 
one large nail-making concern, but 
it is added that “ other leading rep- 
resentatives of the iron manufac- 
turing interest” have signed. 
These also ask no reduction of the 
duties on manufactured iron of any 
kind, on nails or bar iron or steel. 
All these duties they want to have 
paid by other people, just as they 
are paid now, while the nation 
i@ndly consents that these concerns

putup. There are several kinds known 
to commerce, the most important being 
“Fara” and “Persian.” The former 
comes principally from Arabia, and the 
latter, of course, from Persia. Green 
peas—green peas were not used as food 
in France until the middle of the six- 
teenth century. Some years later their 
edible qualities found approbation 
in England. Cabbage--the cabbage 
was highly’ esteemed by _ the 
Egyptians, and was the first 
‘‘course” of all their repasts. It was no 
less valued by the Greeks and Romans. 
Cato pronounced it a remedy for all 


evils; Erasistatus recommended itas a, 


panacea for paralysis; and Hippocrates 
as acure for colic. Agparagus was an- 
ciently cultivated on a very extensive 
seale; its stemsin the Roman gardens 
weighing three pounds each. The 
cherry originally came from Cerasus, in 
Asia, and came tous through England, 
and ito England through Italy. The 
apricot came originally from Armenia. 
The plum was anciently cultivated in 
Damascus, though certain species seem 
to have been derived from Africa. The 
apple came from Asia, according to 
some authorities; according to others, 
it is African, and reached Normandy 
through Spain and France. It is prob- 
able that the Baldwin is of American 
origin. The orange is traced from the 
Celestial Empire, China. The quince 
came from Ceylon, in Crete; so authori- 
ties tellus. The fig is claimed by the 
Athenians as indigenous tothe soil of 
Attica, but it was probably brought from 
a region further East. The pomegranate 
is the fruit of-aspecies of tree belonging 
to the order myrtace. The outside rind 
is thin but tough, and its juice stains 
every thing it touches with an undefined 
but indelible blue. The average size is 
about that of an orange. Within the 
grains are arranged in longitudinal 
com partments as compactly as corn on 
the cob, and they closely resemble those 
of pale red corn, except that they are 
nearly transparent and very beautiful. 
They are ripe about the middle of Oc- 
tober and remain in good condition all 
winter.—American Analyst.

WHERE TOYS ARE MADE. 


The Productions of Germany, Switzerland 
and Holland. 

Wooden carved toys are chiefly made 
in Germany and Switzerland, the cheap- 
er kinds in the neighborhood of Nurem- 
berg and the better qualities at Sonne- 
burg, in Thuringia, from which latter 
place about twenty-four million articles, 
valued at £800,000, are annually export- 
ed. Large quantities of wooden toys 
are also made tg Saxony, where an in- 
genious process is in use for diminishing 
the labor Involved 1n tne production of 
animals. A circular block of soft wood 
is turned into aring of such a pattern 
that by slicing it vertically a rough rep- 
resentation of an animal (say an ele- 
phant) is secured. Each rudimentary 
figure is then trimmed by hand, the ears, 
trank, tusks and tail, all of which are 
separately turned and sliced by the 
same method, are inserted; and when 
the animal has been painted and var- 
nished it is ready for use. 

Clay marbles also come exclusively 
from Saxony, being made ofaclay nv 
found elsewhere. The better qualities 
come from Holland, where they are 
made from fragments of alabaster and 
other stones. Taw and alley, the com- 
mon names for the two qualities princi- 
pally used in this country, are abbrevia- 
tions of tawny and alabaster. 

A great ten days’ toy fairis annually 
held at Leipsic, when more than six 
thousand merchants exhibit their goods 
in every available inch of space, even 
in the garrets of the six-storied houses. 
Marburg, in Hessen, is chiefly occupied 
with the manufacture of musical toys, 
while Biberach, in Wurtemburg, is 
noted for substantial metal articles, 
such as carriages, locomotives, furniture, 
etc. The specialty of Switzerland is 
wooden cottages, models, etc. Some 
of the large dealers do very well 
out of the industry, but the actual 
toy-makers in both countries are mis- 
erably paid, and find it very hard, 
even by the most unremitting toil, to 
gain a subsistence from their employ- 
ment, many of them being obliged to 
supplement their earnings by engaging 
in out-door labor during the summer. 
The productions of Holland are very 
Similar #o those of Germany.—Cham- 
bers’ Journal. : 


Where Saraines Come From. 

We are prone at times to boast of our 
sardine-packing industry in this coun- 
try, but it should be borne ir mind, for 
the sake of accurate knowledge, that, as 
a matter of fact, we have no sardine- 
packing industry in this country. We 
pack a great many boxes of a little fish 
which is a species of shrimp, and’ pour 
cotton-seed oil over it, and people buy 
and eat them under the delusion that 
they are eating sardines dressed in 
Olive oil. The only genuine sardines 
are taken on a few sections of the coast 
of Europe, and the French canners have 
nearly monopolized the market by es- 
tablishing a reputation for the absolute 
genuineness of their fish and oil, and by 
their careful, thorough method of pack- 
ing, which preserves the exquisite 
flavor.—Good Housekeeping.

[t’s a Little Tedious to Make, But It Pays 
' for the Trouble. 

Beat toa stiff froth the whites of two 
eggs, add a teaspoonful of confectioners’ 
sugar ata time, beating it in at least 
five minutes at first.| Stir till a pound 
of sugar has been added. It will take 
aboutan hour. The sugar may be added 
a little more rapidly) after the first half 
hour. When the icing is ready a little 
of it is put in an india-rubber cloth bag, 
made in funnel shape and furnished 
with a little tin decorator’s tube. These 
tubes cost from five to ten cents apiece, 
and by squeezing the sugar through the 
bag various patterns may be made. Be- 
fore beginning to decorate, however, it 
is necessary to puta perfectly smooth 
coat of the decorative icing over a 
first coat of ordinary icing. When the 
cout is a little dried, in ten or fifteen 
minutes, begin to decorate the cake. A 
diamond-shaped pattern of fine lines 
may cover the side. Fluted borders or 
leaf borders edge the cake. Appropriate 
words may be written across the top 
with the finest tube. Bits of red cher- 
ries cut in half or thin slices of candied 
limes may serve for color decorations. 
These candied fruits cost in confection- 
aries seventy-five cents @ pound, A 
quarter of a pound is a large sufficiency
